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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Extremely  cold  weather  and  snow  storms  con- 
tinued to  blast  the  Midwest  and  hamper  movement 
of  livestock  through  terminals.  Slaughter  steers 
sold  steady  to  50 £  higher  at  most  midwest  mar- 
kets with  the  greatest  advance  on  Choice  and 
Prime  offerings.  At  Omaha  and  Sioux  City  Stan- 
dard to  low-Choice  steers  were  steady  to  50(5 
lower.  Slaughter  heifers  were  steady  to  25 £ 
higher.  Cows  sold  steady  to  500  higher,  largely 
25-500  up  in  the  fourth  straight  week  of  up- 
turns. Feeder  cattle  and  calves  were  mostly 
steady.  Barrows  and  gilts  as  well  as  sows  were 
steady  to  500  higher  for  the  week.  Slaughter 
lambs  sold  steady  to  250  lower  while  ewes  were 
steady  to  500  higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts 
were  moderate  for  the  fourth  straight  week.  The 
supply  included  a  large  percentage  of  short  fed 
steers  which  sold  lower  at  some  markets.  The 
price  spread  on  all  slaughter  steers  moved  out 
to  the  widest  range  since  January  of  1961.  The 
dressed  meat  trade  was  unresponsive  to  the  small 
supply  and  carlot  prices  failed  to  show  any 
advance  in  the  week  before  the  beginning  of 
lenten  season. 

Slaughter  steers  sold  steady  to  500  higher, 
advance  limited  mostly  to  Choice  and  Prime  with 
Standard  to  low-Choice  steady  to  500  lower  at 
Omaha  and  Sioux  City.  Prime  steers  at  Chicago 
sold  up  to  $30.00  to  equal  the  high  since  June 
of  1960.  Heifers  steady  to  250  higher, instances 
500  up  and  here  again  best  demand  for  small  sup- 
ply of  Choice  and  Prime.  Cows  were  steady  to 
500  higher,  mostly  25-500  up  in  the  fourth 
straight  week  of  upturns.  Bulls  and  vealers 
were  steady  to  strong,  except  vealers  weak  to 
$1.00  lower  at  St.  Paul.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets 
were  seasonally  moderate.  Good  and  Choice  500- 
800#  steers  predominated.  Only  a  very  moderate 
percent  of  the  feeder  supplies  consisted  of  800- 
1050'^  steers  and  majority  of  these  already  showed 
the  effects  of  at  least  a  limited  turn  on  grain 
feeds.  Conflicting  price  influencing  factors 
tended  to  offset  each  other  and  in  fairly  active 
trading  prices  generally  were  on  a  steady  basis. 


Much  of  the  midwest  during  the  fore  part  of 
the  week  was  embraced  in  a  severe  cold  wave 
and  many  areas  had  heavy  accumulations  of  snow 
from  the  storms  of  the  previous  week.  Despite 
such  weather  conditions  many  cattlemen  were 
looking  ahead  to  the  start  of  a  new  growing 
season  and  this  was  reflected  in  a  very  depend- 
able demand  for  cattle  suitable  to  utilize  pas- 
ture and  range  feeds  during  the  coming  spring 
and  summer  months.  At  the  same  time,  even 
though  many  feeders  complained  of  poor  feedlot 
conditions  due  to  ice  and  snow  or  mud,  the 
current  price  relationship  between  slaughter 
and  feeder  cattle  is  more  favorable  than  at 
this  time  a  year  ago  and,  in  view  of  the  latter 
there  was  considerable  interest  in  fleshy 
feeders  at  current  price  levels.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  The  forthcoming 
period  of  Lent  had  a  bearish  effect  on  the  de- 
mand for  pork.  However,  reduced  hog  receipts 
offset  this  factor  and  the  •week' s  trend  on 
barrows  and  gilts  was  steady  to  500  higher. 
Sows  were  steady  to  500  higher  with  the  full 
advance  mainly  on  weights  above  450- .  The 
price  spread  of  barrows  and  gilts  continued 
to  narrow.  At  the  eight  markets  the  average 
weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  at  229=  was  2# 
below  the  previous  week.  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  were  about  6  percent  less  than  the  pre- 
vious week  and  4  percent  short  of  a  year  ago. 
Sows  comprised  7  percent  of  the  supplies  at 
the  eight  markets.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  at  Eastern 
Seaboard  markets  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher 
with  New  York  fully  50/  up.     Good  steer  beef 
at  Philadelphia  was  weak  to  25/  lower.      Cow 
beef  sold  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  veal  and  calf 
steady;   lamb  50/-$1.00  higher  at  Washington, 
but  otherwise   steady  to  $1.00  lower  along  the 
Seaboard.     Pork  loins  were  weak  to  $1.00  lower, 
except  50/-$1.00  higher  at  Washington;   other 
pork  cut 8  mostly  steady,   the  exceptions,  Boston 
butts  at  New  York  50/-$1.00  lower,   and  fresh 
skinned  hams  steady  to  $1.00  higher  at  Wash- 
ington. 

Prices  were  fully  steady   to   strong  for 
kosher  steer  forequarters  while  the  trend  for 
veal  and  calf  was   strong  to  $1.00  higher. 
Kosher  lamb   sold  steady  to  $1.00  lower. 

Supplies  were  generally  normal,   but  at 
New  York  and  Philadelphia  unloads  were  slightly 
lees  than  normal.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET   REVIEW 


Trading  was  limited  in  the  Boston  wool 
market  as  supplies  continued  small.  Prices 
were  nominally  steady.  Trading  on  woolen  wools 
was  slow  and  noils  were  rather  dull  but  firm. 
Contracting  increased  in  many  parts  of  the 
territory  States  with  some  range  sales  of  early 
shorn  wools.  There  was  a  little  activity  in 
12  months  wools  in  Texas  prior  to  the  recent 
severe  ice  storms.  There  were  occasional 
sales  of  early  shorn  quarter-blood  wools  in  the 
fleece  wool  States. 

Prices  at  Australian  markets  were  steady 
to  strong.  Japan  and  Continental  buyers  were 
the  principal  operators  under  general  compe- 
tition. Good  general  competition  prevailed  in 
New  Zealand  as  fleeces  held  firm  while  prices 
on  pieces  and  bellies  were  barely  maintained. 
In  South  Africa,  Japan,  United  Kingdom  and  the 
Continent  were  the  principal  buyers  supported 
by  the  United  States.  Quotations  held  steady 
to  strong.  Activity  in  South  America  continued 
dull  with  quotations  unchanged  to  slightly 
easier. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  54s  staple  fleeces 
around  540-550  grease  basis  sold  at  $1.05  clean 
on  a  core  test. 

Territory  Wools  -  In  Montana,  the  Conrad 
pool  of  3,000  fleeces  bulk  fine  and  half-blood 
sold  at  430  in  the  grease  while  Browning  pool 
of  12,000  fine  and  half-blood  fleeces  at  43|0 
with  10-50  discount  for  defect.  Other  sales 
in  Montana  include:  The  Yellowstone  pool  of 
about  25,000,/  brought  450-460  f  .o.b.j  around 
Augusta,  bulk  fine  and  half-blood,  about  600 
fleeces  to  be  shorn  in  March  at  42g-0  and  1,000 
fleeces  shearing  in  June  at  43§-0;  at  Cutbank, 
about  3,000  fleeces  of  very  light  shrinking 
bulk  half-blood  at  450;  around  Dupuyer-Pendroy 
small  lots  of  approximately  2,200  fleeces  of 
bulk  fine  and  half  ranged  from  410-450  grease 
basis  to  the  growers.  In  Wyoming  approximately 
2,500  fleeces  of  mixed  fine  and  half-blood 
wools  sold  at  Greybull  around  $1.08-1.09  clean 
basis  delivered;  around  Worland  small  lots  of 
about  15,000,?  bulk  fine  and  half-blood  brought 
380-440  grease  basis  and  cost  around  #1.13 
clean  basis  on  a  core  test.  A  reputation  clip 
of  bulk  fine  wool  sold  in  Arizona  at  47-3/80. 
Recent  sealed  bid  sales  include  fine  and  fine 
medium  wools  in  original  bags  from  45-1/80- 
46g0  grease  basis,  f .o.b. 

Texas  Wools  -  Occasional  sales  of  12 
months  wools  in  Texas  ranged  around  $1.27- 
1.30  clean  basis  delivered  East. 

Mohair  -  The  last  sale  of  mohair  brought 
71^0  for  adult  and  $1.0lJ  for  kid  hair  to  the 
warehouse  with  shearing  suspended  due  to  a 
freezing  rain  storm. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trading  on  spot  foreign 
wools  was  slow.  A"ll  Dominion  markets  continued 
firm.  Quotations  on  coarse  wools  in  South 
America  showed  some  irregularity.  Cabled  re- 
ports at  week's  end  follow  with  combing  wools 
converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and 
short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in  bond.

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SHIPMENTS  OF   STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND   SHEEP  -  JANUARY  1962 

January  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and   lambs  into  these 
8  North  Central  States  amounted  to  205  thousand  head,    compared  with 
177  thousand  head  during  January  last  year--an  increase  of  16  percent. 
Of  the  total  received  during  January,    65  thousand  came  through  public 
markets--l6  percent  below  January  1 96 1 .     However,   the  January  1962 
number  received  direct  totaled  140  thousand  head,    up  40  percent  from 
a  year  earlier.     A  total  of  3.  0  million  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep 
and  lambs  were  shipped  into  these  8  States  during  1961,    down  13  per- 
cent from  the  total  for  I960. 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North 
Central  States  during  January  1962  totaled  368  thousand  head,    23  per- 
cent less  than  the  number  shipped  in  during  January  last    year.     Of  the 
total  cattle  and  calves  received  in  these  8  States  during  the  month, 
about  173  thousand  moved  through  public  stockyards--a  decline  of  10 
percent  from  January  1961.     Direct  receipts  of  cattle  and  calves  during 
January  196l  amounted  to  195  thousand  head,   or  31  percent  less  than  a 
year   earlier.     The  direct  movement   was  53  percent  of  the  total  this 
January  compared  with  60  percent  a  year  earlier.     Cattle  and  calves 
shipped  into  tnese  States  during  196l  totaled  6.3  million  head,    4  percent 
above  the  i960  total.

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WOOL   PRODUCTION  AND  VALU£,    19&1 

Production  of  shorn  and  pulled  wool  in  1961  totaled  295  million  pounds, 
grease  basis,    according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  was  1  percent 
below  the  1960  production  of  299  million  pounds,    but  8  percent  above  the  1950-59 
average  production  of  273  million  pounds. 

Shorn  wool  production  at  261  million  pounds  was   2  percent  below  the  265 
million  pounds  produced  in  1960  but  10  percent  more  than  the  10-year  average 
production  of  237  million  pounds.     Production  of  shorn  wool  in  1961  is  equivalent 
to  118  million  pounds,    clean  basis,    compared  with  119  million  pounds  for  1960. 

Pulled  wool  production  in  1961  amounted  to  33.  5  million  pounds  compared 
with  33.6  million  pounds  in  I960  and  the  10-year  average  of  35.  8  million  pounds. 
Production  of  pulled  wool  is  equivalent  to  25.1  million  pounds,    clean  basis,    in 
1961  and  25.  2  million  pounds  in  I960. 

A  total  of  30.  8  million  head  of  sheep  and  lambs  were  shorn  in  1961  com- 
pared with  31.1  million  head  in  1960--a  decrease  of  1  percent.     During  the 
1950-59  period,    an  average  of  28.3  million  head  were  shorn.     Weight  per  fleece 
in  1961  was   8.50  pounds  compared  with  8.55  pounds  in  1960.     The  1950-59  average 
fleece  weight  was   8.40  pounds. 

Pulled  wool  production  in  1961  was  about  equal  to  the  I960  output. 
Commercial  slaughter  of  sheep  and  lambs  the  past  year  was   8  percent  above 
1960.     The  average  weight  of  wool  pulled  per  skin  was  3.  25  pounds  compared  with 
3. 26  pounds  in  1960. 

The  average  price  received  by  growers  for  shorn  wool  from  April  1961 
through  January  1962  was  41. 9  cents  per  pound.     The  average  price  per  pound  of 
wool  produced  in  I960  was  42.  0  cents  and  the  1950-59  average  was  54.1  cents 
per  pound.     Total  value  of  shorn  wool  produced  in  1961  was  about  $110  million--2 
percent  less  than  the  value  of  the  I960  production.
